Last evening he said that he never had prom- 
ised that all the charges would be made pub- 
lic, andthat he could not say what course of 
actiagn Would be followed today. 

He is thought to feel some hesitancy about 
making a severe attack upon the character 
and personal record of the “ First Apostle,” 
fearing that it might react against him and 
his constituents. 


Meeting of Bank’s Creditors. 


No trace of relenting in Voliva's attitude 
could? be seen at the meeting of the stock- 
holders, creditors, and depositors of ths 
Zion City bank at the tabernacle in the 
afternoon, On the evening preceding 225 
out of 240 of the 300 cfficers of the Zion 
church who were present at the meeting 
in the universfty building signed a declara- 
tion approving the action of.the overseers 
and pledging their support and allegiance. 
A similar method was followed at the stock- 
holders’ meeting, and as he closed his re- 
marks Voliva said: 

“In order that we may get together on 
the issue before us every person in Zion will 
be given an portunity to show his atti- 
tude toward the former first apostle by sign- 
ing or retunihe to sign a declaration pledg- 
ing allegiance to the officers now in charge. 
Ail who wish to do so may remain: The 
others may pass out.

Nearly All Sign with Voliva. 


After the meeting, which was closed to all 
save investors and stockholders, {[t was said. 
that not more than a score of those present 
had refused to sign. The total number of 
signatures was 640, In his opening remarks 
Overseer Voéliva said in part: 

“The day of freedom has come, and I ask 
you to stand only by that which is right. 
I wish to give Dr. Dowle to understand that 
we will have no more nonsense from him. 
Our aim is to furnish employment to all the 
people, and we will do ft if you stand by us. 
You recall that Dr. Dowle spoke in stentor- 
lan tones some time ago, declaring it a crime 
to borrow from the world. He did not con- 
sider it a crime for you people to mortgage 
your farms, your homes, and even your furni- 
ture to turn the money over to him. And 
still there are outstanding notes now due 
against him to the amount of $300,000 

“I wish you had refused to borrow for him. 
Our desire is that you should not only undér- 
stand present conditions, but also that you 
shall remember who is responsible for-them. 
I say God have mercy upon those who are 
willing to remain in slavery, for their bondage 
will be greater than that of the Israelites: in 
fact, it has been already. 

“IT want you to be brave. Don’t let your 


‘ gympathies overrule your good judgment. 


Don't let any man be guilty of injustice, but 
if an overseer had been guilty of one-twen- 
tieth part of the offenses upon Dr. Dowie's 
record, he would have been expelled long 
ago. I want you to be men of principle; hon- 
est with yourselves as you are with others.” 
Others who spoke at the meeting were 
Deacon Alexander Granger, who exhorted 
hig hearers to * be valiant and not run away 
when the fight comes,”’ Deacon Danftel Sloan, 
and Overseer J. G. Speicher. : 


Vote to Strike Against Dowie. 


Similar methods of sounding the feelings 
of the people toward Dowie’s homecoming 
were resorted to in several. of the factories 
and plants atZion. At the lace factory every 
employé arose.to his feet in favor of Vcliva 
and his associates, and in the publishing and 
printing house the employés voted to strike 
if Dowie ever again gained control. In the 
university the students and teachers were al- 
most unanimous in their indorsement of the 
present administration. Still another method 
has sprung up to bring the @issenters within 
the fold of the Voliva faction. Wherever one 
is found, his name is given to one of the over- 
seers who proceeds to present persuasive ar- 
guments against Dowie.

“Magnetic Energy” Up His Sleeve. 


An accusation added yesterday was that 
Dr. Dowie was a trickster in. his. alleged 

“faith cures,” and that the source of the 
“electric energy,’’ Which patients have as- 
serted seemed to flow from his hands, was 
due to 4 real electric battery strapped on to 
his chest and connected with wires, which 
ran down his sleeves. 

Personal attendants, who had been with 
Dowie for. years, vouched for the story of 
the electric battery, and Voliva is said to 
have a*idavits bringing out the facts clearly. 
It is declared by these former assistants 
that the records will show, if investigated 
carefully, that the overseer never attempted 
to cure patients who were not afflicted with 
paralysis or some disease akin to it. 

It is admitted by many of PDowie’s present 
accusers that when he clainféd to have made 
blind people see he spoke honestly and ac- 
cording ‘to facts, but they explained that the 
electric currents were brought to bear on 
optic muscles.and nerves which had been 
contracted by paralysis, and that these cures 
were only a sample of the general line of ac- 
complishment in the paralytic field. 

The electricity from the battery, it Is re- 
lated, was communicated to the . patient 
through the: body of Dowie himself, the cur- 
rents passing from him through his finger 
tips, and it Is declared by those who assert 
they have observed closely that never was 
relief brought to a suffering person except 
when Dowie had pressed the ends of his 
fingers on parts of their anatomy. 

This was what he called the “laying on 
of hands."’

Dr..W. M. Smith, Linn’s family physician, 
was called to the stand to testify to the con- 
dition of the prisoners’ health for the purpose 
of the report which the court will take to the 
penitentiary authorities.

BEER GARDENS SHUT OUT. 


OAK PARK PEOPLE FIND VILLAGE 
ALREADY PROTECTED. 


Meét to Take Steps to Adopt Ordi- 
mance and Learn That Old One 
from Town of Cicero Makes Saloon 
Practically Impossible—Committee 
Appointed to Deal with Smoke Nui- 
sance Imposed on Suburb by Chi- 
cage and Northwestern Railway, 


The massmeeting called by the Oak Park 
Improvement association last night to take 
immediate steps to convert the village into 
an ironciad prohibition. .district found tnat 
there was no need for emergency service of 
that sort. 

This developed in the .report of the special 
committee appointed to run down the rumor 
that a “ wealthy German " proposed to es- 
tablish: a beer garden within the village. 
The committee declared that impossible, as 
the village was under the protection of the 
old ordinance seh 3 by the town of Cicero 
years ago. 

Old Ordinance Enough. 


“It ts an anomalous sitaation,” sald At- 
Walter Holden, a member of the 
committee, “ but it is true nevertheless that 
we are better protected under that old ordi- 
mance than we would be if the village board 

d a special ordinance creating this a 
prohibition territory. No one can-locate a 


beer garden here until he has a petition con- 


taining the names of 25 per cent of the 
voters and has won out in a referendum on 
the question of license or no license.”’ 

This reassured most of the property owners 
present &nd the matter was dropped, though 
not until one man had warned them of the 
“ increasing cosmopolitanmism of the village.” 

“7 wouldn’t be a bit surprised,” he said, 
pessimistically, “to see 25 per cent of the 
residents, especially some of these new ones, 
sign a petition of that sort,” 


Village Has Smoke Nuisance. 


Mrs. Daniel. G. Trench submitted a report 
demonstrating that Oak Park has a smoke 


nuisance of {ts own. 


“The ordinance says that the police 
should arrest the offenders,” she reported. 
‘* Well, the Northwestern railroad engineets 
are the worst offenders. Should the police 
arrest them and take them off the éngines? 
I wish you'd appoint some men on this com- 
mittee, too.”

‘A poli- 
ticlan becomes accustomed to libel and 
But, here tonight, I intend to refute 
the charges made by ‘ Billy* Kent ‘in his 
letter to the press. 

“He says in his reply to me that Kirk 
Hawes lived at 2223 Calumet avenue in his 
attempt to show that Hawes lived in my dis- 
trict. The addrees given was not in the old 
First congressional district. And Mr. Kent 
dees not seem to remember that the old Third 
ward etarted at Twenty-sixth street. That 
fact alone naile his accueation as a lie. 

“Kent has posed as an opponent of spe- 
cial privileges. He hes declared’ against 
epecial privileges without special compen- 
sation” He has: been a leading spirit in the 
Municipal Voters’ league. He has declared 
that the street railways must pay for the 
use of the streets and that merchants must 
pay for sidewalk space. \ 


Kent’s “Special Privileges.” 

“ But since 1804 he has been operating a 
sixteen inch pipe across the street at Forty- 
third street and Calumet averiue for the pur- 
pcse of supplying three buildings with heat, 
water, and eteam. The pipe contains a 
seven inch low pressure pipe, a two and one- 
half inch high pressure pipe, a two inch hot 
water pipe, and a one and a half inch cold 
water pipe. 

“The city never has get after him yet, 
but I guess it will now.

NEW BUILDING OLD ODOR. 


PUNGENT SMELL HAUNTS POSTOF- 
FICE DESPITE ENGINEERS. 


Disinfectants Neutralize Some of the 
Scent, the Work Is Not Yet Com- 
pleted—Some Defects in the Venti- 
lating Syatem Force Air from Base. 
ment Back Inte Upper Stories-—Eix- 
pert pepe Washington Studying 
the Situation. 


Despite the attempts which a been made 
by the postcflice department to eliminate 
the unpleasant odors of ‘the new federal 
building the disturbing smell] gtill remains 
with little less intensity than before the 
campaign’ began a few weeks ago. Although 
the remedy of disinfection has been applied 
to the subway beneath the. building the 
odors continue to penetrate, the:rooms and 
corridors above becautre of the alleged’ de- 
fects in the ventilating system. 

The use of disinfectants has accomplished 
considerable in neutralizing the smell, but 
the draft of aftr caused by the open driveway 
apparently forces the disagreeable and im- 
pure airin the basementyback into the upper 
stories of the building. It is claimed by 
those who have been investigating the pres- 
ent process of ventilation that. impure air 
which is foreed downward and out through 
exhaust pipes leading to the subway is forced 
up some of the air ducts again by the draft 
of air from the driveway. 

Among the changes to be made is an ar- 
rangément for a number of new windows in 
the mail sack room, where much of the 
strong and noxious emell criginates. Other 
efforts to make the conditions more sani- 
tary and agreeable are to be made. It is 
probable that the bad air which now is ex- 
hausted Into the subway and forced back 
upstairs will be sent through some other 
channel As long as the present method 
is employed bad air will continue to fill 


‘the building. notwithstanding the improve- 


ments obtained through the process of dis- 
infecting the subway and mali sack rooms. 

Another defect In the ventilation, ft fs 
charged, is caused by the open mall con- 
veyor passageway from the basement to the 
second floor. Through ‘this large duct dis- 
agreeable currents of air constantly rise to 
the upper floors. The employés of the build- 
ing are thankful, however, for the disin- 
fectants ‘which are being used under the 
direction of F. J. Tucker.

Indications of Previous 

On. last Thursday, while at work in his 
office, Mumford suddenly lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. He was removed to St. Bernard's 
hospital, where he ned consciousness 
three hours later. A physician who attended 
him there said yesterday that he detected 
fumes on the breath of the unconscious man 
similar to those of cyamide of potassium 
but such evidence of a priorattempt at suicide 
is not substantiated, 

Mumford was removed from the hospite!l 
Thureday afternoon and taken to his apart- 
ments at the Del Prado, where he spent the - 
night. In the morning, he declared he had 
fully recovered and, after eating breakfast 
with his family, left the hotel, saging he was 
going to his office. 

That was the last his family saw of him 
alive. When he did not return to the hotel 
in the evening the police department was 
notified and defectives searched the neigh- 
borhood of his office. The search was to have 
been continued yesterday morning, but at 
10:30 -o’clock several letters in Mumford’s 
handwriting. two of them addressed to his 
wife, were received at the Del Prado. Qne 
of these jetters said his y would be found 
at the Great Northern. 

Tt was found that Mumford h registered 
at 5 o’cloék in the afternoon of the day pre- 
ceding as ‘“‘J. F. Thurston, Elkhart, Ina.” 
The door to the room was locked on the .nside 
and a bellboy climbed over the transom and 
opened. the door. On the floor of the bath- 
room, face downward, lay the body of Mum- 
ford. 

P -Goroner’s Inquest Held. 

‘“Mumford’s suicide was a clear case of 
despondency,”” said F. L. Brigham, a part 
owner of the Photo Product company. “‘ He 
was a man who did not spare himself.in his 
work, and he had worked night and day to 
make anew kindof photographic paper. The 
results he achieved were irregular. He didn’t 
seem to be able-to get uniform results. He 
complained that he was not getting the right 
kind of assistance. His failures preyed on 
his mind. I don’t believe he was in his right 
mind when he killed himself.” 

Mumford’s son, H. E. Mumford, who at- 
tends high school, also testified. He said that 
his father had been despondent for many 
months, and often had said that he “ might 
as well be dead as unsuccessful.”

SEBREE LEASES HOTEL SITE. 


Proprietor of Saratoga Will Erect 14° 
Story Structure in Madisorf Street, 
Between Clark and Dearborn. 


J. K. Sebree, proprietor of the Saratoga 
hotel, has cloped a long term lease of the 
ground at 110, 112, and 114 Madison street, 
from the Rosenberg estate, and will bulld on 
the site a fourteen story hotel. The building 
will have ground dimensions of 6744x200 feet, 
will take in the space now occupied by Jevne 
& Co., grocers, and the Boston restaurant 
annex, and will extend from the Morrison 
hotel eastward to the Andrews property at 
108, recently leased to Hannah & Hogg. 
Work on the new structure will not®begin 
until May 1,.1908, owing to existing leases.

The lease provides for an annual rental of 
$26,000 for the first ten years and $38,000 
for the remainder of the term. The latter is 
4 per cent on $950.000, which Is at the rate 
of a little over $14,000 a front foot. The 
poard of review valuation is $474,645.

LABOR STRIFE AND WOE IN MIN- 
Sequel to Catastrophe at Courrieres 
Inflames Strikers and Breeds At- 
Go Out and One Man Is .Killed itn 
Fight—Feared Troubles Will Help 
the Socialist Party at the Polls in 
May Election.

PARIS, April T-—It hew been « bad week, 
one of strikes and troubles, 
Last Saturday it wae learned with aston- 
ishment that thirteen miners survived the 
catastrophe of the Courrieres mines after 


‘having remained twenty daye in the shattered 


galleries, living on bark from timbers and 
the decayed flesh of dead horses. These thir- 
teen unfortunates were taken care of at the 
infirmary, while the whole world manifested 
interest in their case, 

Four days later wae found one more miner 
who hed groped about the galleries and kept 
himgelf alive with provisions left by his dead 
comrades. Great manifestations of sympa- 
thy were organized. Two of the men who 
escaped so miraculously were decorated by 
the minister of public works, who went to see 
them and descended into the mine. 

These events furt¥er excited the miners, al- 
ready aroused by the tiradee of socialist pa- 
pers, and instead of ending the strike, which 
hindered the work of rescue, they turned bit- 
ferly against the engineers and companies 
and accused them of having caused the catas- 
trophe by their negligence and avidity. 


One Strike Ends; Another Begins. 

Moreover, while Deputy M. Basly echoed 
these sentiments before the chamber of dep- 
uties, obtaining an order for investigation, 
violent disturbances took ‘place in the Pas de 
Calais district. It was necessary to protect 
the engineers and directors by armed force. 
Now there is a genera! strike in the north and 
the Pas de Calais companies have ceded on 
all points and raised the wages nearly one- 
fifth. ) 

It is to be hoped this concession will ter- 
minate the differences, but this is not certain 
because the miners are under the influence 
of socialist politicians. 

So much for the region of the north. In 
the east on Wednesday the home of a rich 
factory owner was pillaged and burned by 
workmen. This proprietor, who manufac- 


tures lock work articles, had discharged a™ 


workman who organized a union among his 
associates. The men demanded hie rein- 
statement, but this was refused. Hence the 
conflict and criminal aggression. 

In the south the people have been no less 
troublesome. Café waiters at Toulon have 
begun a strike which has assumed alarming 
proportions. One of them who refused to 
strike killed a man while defending himself 
against strikers.

So little is known abroad concerning the 
nobles of Russia that-in view of the fact 
that they will enjoy an overwhelming ma- 
jority in the soviet, or new upper chamber

Each 
provincial zemetvo or. diet will be repre- 
sented by one member, and as in these as- 
semblies the nobles predominate they may 
be relied upon to elect one of their own 
number. 


Czar’s Nobles Control Upper House. 

The nominees of the emperor, who wil’ 
constitute 50 per cent of the soviet, will be 
composed almost exclusively of ~ nobles 
either by birth or by creation, and this will 
leave twelve members {to represent the prin- 
cipal chambers of commerce and of industry, 
six members representing the acadtmy of 
sciences and the universities, and six mem- 
bers elected by the synod of the orthodox 
church. From this it will be seen that the 
nobles are bound to possess a large majority 
in the soviet created by the czar’s manifesto 
of March 5 last. 

It was only to be expected that the decree 
in question would meet with the disapproval 
of those in Russia and abroad who objected 
to any kind of Nmitations being placed upon 
the action of the douma. But the manne: 
in which the concession of a parliamentary 
form of government by the czar has been 
received by a considerable element of the 
Russian population, and especially by those 
radicals who describe themselves as having 
‘““borne the brunt of the fighting,’’ demon- 
strates that some restraining influence is 
necessary to avert the danger of revolu- 
tionary legislation and the enactment of 
measures recalling the excesses of the 
French convention at the close of the eigh- 
teenth century, 


Nobles a Check on Radicals. 

The new upper chamber. as constituted 
by Emperor Nicholas, gives indications -of 
serving as a wholesome check upon parlia- 
memtary attacks against property and free- 
dom, and that some such bulwark as this 
was needed is admitted by most of those or- 
gans of the foreign press that have been 
most eloquent in advocating a popular form 
of government in Russia, and is shown by 
the fact that the program of the radicals in- 
cludes a confiscation by the state of all the 
colossal] wealth of the religious inetitutions. 
of the churches, and of the monasteries of 
Russia. As pointed-out by the London Spec- 
tator, in its issue of March 24: * Something 
im the Rucelan character tends to extremes, 
and a wholly unrestricted douma might have 
commenced a series of most dangerous ex- 
periments intended to secure not freedom 
go much as the remelting of society.”’ 


Russian Nobles Not Peers. 

Russian nobles differ in this from those 
of western Europe, in that they have never 
put forward any pretension to be the peers 
of their sovereign.

The blue blooded 
families of western Europe are the descend-

To what extent this willingness on the part 
of the peasantry to be represented by the 
nobles in the provincial assemblies will con- 
tinue, it is difficult to state. Until a few 
years ago the friendliest feelings existed 
between the moujiks end the nobles, to 
which the latter's freedom from all pride of 
birth, their absence of that haughty, dom!- 
neering, and exclusive spirit characteristic 
of the western aristocracy, contributed in 
no small measure. Indeed, whenever there 
was any discontent among the peasants on 
the estate of a noble they almost invariably 
ascribed the blame to his manager or land 
agent. 

ch most of the rural disturbances it was 
the agent rather than the proprietor who was 
made the object of attack. 

But of late the anarchists, who would 
deplore the zuccess of the parliamentary in- 
stitutions now about to be inaugurafed, have 
been endeavoring to foment trouble among 
the peasants by persuading them to believe 
that the czar has given orders for the dis- 
tribution among them of all the remaining 
lands of the nobles, and that the latter are 
unlawfully keeping them out of possession 
of the soll which rightfully belongs to 
them by gift of the emperor. The Russian 
| moujik is intensely ignorant and illiterate, 
credufous, too, and it is owing to this that 
the anarchist propaganda now in progress 
among the peasantry is gradually imbitter- 
ing the hitherto kindly relations between 
moujik and barine.

Titles are so common in Russia that they no 
longer constitute a claim to any distinction. 
Indeed, some of the grandest and most his- 
toric families—such as, for instance, the 
»Narishkines, who have furnished several 
empresses to Russia—have ever refused to 
receive or make use of any handies to their 
illustrious name, and the Demidoffs, when 
at St. Petersburg, always disdain to use their 
Italian title of prince, which they employ 
only for foreign consumption. The title of

_It is only fair to point out in conclusion that

civilization. If Emperor Nicholas II. has 
at length consented to surrender his preroga- 
tive of autocracy to the people and to inau- 
gurate a constitutional form of government 
it is mainly due to the intelligent and respect 
lfispiring character of the campaign which 
the nobles have been conducting to accom- 
plish this object and to the fact that their 
moderate liberalism and loyalty to <he 
dynasty have convinced the czar thet he hag 
nothing to fear but everything to gain from 
the popular reforms which they have brought 
about.

NOVEL AUCTION IS FARCE; 
PATENT LIST GOES BEGGING. 


Austrian Inventor’s Ingenious Produc- 
tions Fail to Realize Anything for 
Benefit of Shareholders of Company. 


. VIENNA, April 7.—For some days the 
Dorotheum has been placarded with an- 
nouncements of an auction of a novel nature. 
The whole of the patents for the inventions 
of Herr Szepanik were to be put up for sale. 
The name of Szepanik is almost as well 
known in Austria as that of Edison, though, 
unfortunately, with different results attend- 
ing his efforts. 

Szepanik was supposed to have solved the 
problem of weaving in natural colors by a 
complicated electrical contrivance, to have 
conquered the danger of railway accidents 
by a system iInfalliby preventing collisions, 
and to have invented a machine for explod- 
ing mines and shells at any distance, besides 
numerous other ingenious life saving and 
death dealing methods. One of his last pro- 
ductions was a silk shirt that would stop a 
rifie bullet. 

He was taken up by a HMmited company, 
which lavished money on experiments, none 
of which, however, demonstrated any prac- 
tical worth in the inventions. He was re- 
lieved from military service*in order unip- 
terruptedly to pursue his studies. Gradually, 
however, the resources of the company came 
to an end, after sepneding some $40,000, and

We will consider only the latter. The death rate among children 
under 5 in Rochester, N. Y., was reduced more than 50 per cent by the 
establishing of municipal “clean milk” stations. Wolf, in careful 
vital statistics covering twenty years in Erfurt, Germany, found that 
of every 1,000 children born in working class families 506 died in the 
first year, among the middle classes 178, and among the. higher classes 
only 89. 

In the United States last year there were in round numbers 200,- 
000 deaths of children under 1 year, and it is, I believe, a low esti- 
mate to say that 125,000 of them were preventable. One hundred and 
twenty-five thousand baby lives*snuffed out each year, due to improper 
care, Yet this is not all, nor is it the worst feature. If the death 
rate is thus high, what of the condition of nutrition and development of 
those that survive? If you will go to any of the dispensaries in the 
city where children are treated, and see the distorted limbs, the mis- 
shapen heads, and the pigeon breasts of the rachitic children who 
come there you will know something of their condition.

ideas. In other words, if this hypothesis be well founded there is

Not many, even 
of animal lovers, realize their power and responsibility in this. They 


say they are doing no good in school; they would be better at work.

The foundation for all this is laid during the first years of life, 
when the child is entirely helpless; and when they commit some foul 
crime in later years an alienist will examine them, find their misshapen 
heads, and tel] ws they are degenerates! Of course, they are dege2- 
erates, but where lies the blame? 

To look at crime from another viewpoint: Who deviates farther 
from the golden rule, the “high financier” who yobs a man of his 
savings, or the man who takes’ your pocketbook from you at the point 
of a gun? Yet we send one to prison, and the other fs commended 
for his shrewdness. If the so-called “high financier” was in another 
stratum of society he would be a holdup man if he had personal cour 
age; if not he would be a sneak thief. _, ¥ 

The man who runs his automobile down the street faster than 
permitted by law has the same criminal] instinct, the same disregard 
for the rights of others, as the housebreaker or the saloonkeeper who 
keeps open house on Sunday in defiance of law. The man who adul- 
terates food for gain, thereby endangering the lives of the people who 
use it, certainly should be classed as a criminal. |

Every.emotion of the human race is expressed in 
their dances. and the forms of the dance are aS nu- 
merous as the emotions of the dancer. They dance 
with arms, with legs, with bodies, and with faces, 
pésing in every. conteivable attitude, and doing steps 
ahd executiug movements that would make the most 
skillful of stage dancers wild with envy. 

Every form of the dance, almost, is used among 
these “forest people.” They were proficient in the 
hoochy coochy generations ago, did buck and wing 
dances before the stage negroes heard of them, and 
some of. their wildest, weirdest dances-are but highly 
perfected cake walks, whereas some of their dances 
outrival the wildest ‘effects of the acrobatic comedy 


dancers of the stage. 
_ 


Spasms of Rhythmic Frenzy. 

At the beginning of that dance, the warriors, 
thrilling with pride and the lust of battle, go forth 
to meet the foe. Then comes the conflict, the wild 
struggle, in which the dancers work themselves up 
to a pitch of frenzy, screaming. rhythmically, while 
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the musical instruments rise higher and higher, and 
the crowd of spectators, resting from their own 
efforts in other dances, join in ‘the cries, urging the 
dancers to wilder exertions. The defeat, the rout, the 
capture follow rapidly, made so plain and s0 clear 
in meaning that any one of any land could under- 
stand. -Then the torture, in which the bodies of the 
dancers writhe and tremble, and their faces express 
acute agony and fear, the awful supplication, and 
then woe and disgrace as they dance away into cap- 
tivity. : : 

The musical instruments which are used in their 
ceremohial dances, Such as the arrival of a distin- 
guished visitor, the installing of a new official, or the 


burial of a great dancer, are of interest. The greatest 


is a sort of sither, and next is a primitive form of 
the violin, with four strings, which is shaped like a 
huge melon. Also they have a flute called valiha, 
which is made of bamboo. They have a bamboo drum, 
the head of which is a hide, and also a bamboo, cov- 
ered at both ends with hide, inside of which round 
stones are shaken rhythmically. 

Their chants and their wild, weird music from. the 
odd orchestra furnish a remarkable accompaniment 
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for the dances. But with or without music, these odd 
people dance. 

It is a common sight, according to the French 
explorers, to see scores of men working in the rice 
fields, shuffling their feet, swaying their bodies, and 
chanting melodiously while working. In Sahasineka, 
the principal town of the Tanala, the men can be seen 
dancing along the streets in a4 sort of swinging two 
step; and the carriers, when packing heavy loads 
through the great forests, dance along under their 
burdéns, for a time swaying their bodies, then doing 
a little crow jig with their feet as they advance, and, 
although four men may be carrying 4 priest or an 
important’ man in a fitter, they dance all tie way, 
seeming never to tire. 

The children begin to dance almost as soon 45 
they can toddle, and literally. dance to the grave. The 
explorers saw a funeral, four men earrying the body 
of a petty chief on their shoulders, with a procession 
of mourners following, the entire crowd dancing to- 
ward the big burtal pit. where the bodies of all wao 
die in that village are thrown.

Are the Rural Mail Carriers.

this winter when it required three extra 
hours to get around. The carrier must he 
up at 6 o’clock and sort his mail so that he 
may start at 7. me of the carriers use 
up an entire day in gétting around. A carrier 
is paid $720 a year, and must furnish his own 
team, wagon, and uniform. He must drive 
his tearh twenty-five miles and do his work 
for about $2.30 a trip. He must keep his 
horses well shod and well fed and bedded. If 
it wasn’t for the charity of the people he 
would be In the hole at the end of every year 
of his work. 

Not all of the patrons of a route chip fn In 
helping him along. Some of the men who get 
the miost mail never contribute a penny. It 
is related that one.of the carriers appealed 
to a certain road commissioner to fix up his 
road so that he could be reached by the car- 
rier. The road man wouldn't do it, and the 
carrier cut him off and was sustained by the 
postmaster, In ® good many instances the 
old rural postoffices have been discontimied, 
and it has devolved on the rural carrier te 
carry a good sized mail. He must handle the 
whole business while subjeotéd to the rigors 
of the weather.

Carry Side Lines to Make Living. 

Some time since the carriers made some- 
thing extra by taking subscriptions for news- 
papers and in carrying One of 
the carriers out of Belvidere, Tl., made his 
horse feed by peddling bread to the farmers 
along his route. He had a big bread box 
fastened to his rear axle, The farmers dis- 
carded their homemade loaves and took to 
the product of the city bakery. But the de- 
partment cut this source of revenue from the 
carrier, after giving him a slight raise in 
his salary.

The 
janitors and the scrubwofien are better paid 
and better treated than the man who husties 
out every working day in the year, rain or 
shine, sets the farmer to reading his paper 
by a biezing fire, brings him checks for his 
Produce, carries back hia corr 
wears out his horees, vehicle, and his own .

Another genius was the Woman who started 
fn to revolutionize the system of domestic 
service. She did not care anything about 
revolutions and didn't claim any credit as a 
genius, but she began a domestic service 
practice which is growing. 

Many families in moderate circumstances 
need the help of a domestic servant part of 
the time,.but do not feel that their income 
warrants employment at full time. On the 
other hand, it tras been a complaint of work- 
ers in domestic service that their labor knows 
no hours; that In other employments it runs 
for eight, ten, or twelve hours, but that theirs 
is not governed by the clock at all. 

This genius saw the opportunity to correct 
this condition and to meet the requirements 
of families who need a servant only part of 
the time. She arranged a schedule of hours 
at 20 cents an hour, A number of families 
hailed the possibility of securing “ limited 
gervice.”"| Mrs. Brown took from 8 a4. 
m. to 10 a. m., which enabled the genius 
to make 40 cents and Mrs. Brown, to have 
help in getting her house straightened up in 
thé morning. Mrs. Smith's husband has a 
place ef business néar his home, likes @ din- 
ner in the middle of the day, and can get 
home for it. Mrs, Smith took from 10 a, m. 
to noon, which netted the genius 40 cents and 
her dinner, meals being required in addition 
to the stipend.

Makes Money for Both Parties. . 


Mrs. Jones took the two hours from 1 to 3 
p. m., and Mrs. White from 8 to.5, both hav- 
ing miscellaneous housework done. Mrs. 
Black took the rest of the day, from 5 to 7, 
and had her dinner prepared. 

Thus the genius made $2 a day anthertwo 
meals. For $1.50 a week she secured a 
comfortable room, and, instead of making $6 . 
or $6 a weelc in the service of one fanily, she 
éarned $12.60, working only three hours on 
Sunday. Deducting for her room and her 
breakfast; she was $4 a week better off than 
the domestic working under the regular 
routine of household service. 

Her patrone had the heaviest work of the 
house done for $2.40 a week. It wae more 
exacting work than ordinary domestic serv- 
fee, but. she was strong and healthy, and-the 
time she had absolutely to herself in” the 
foom which was her own home, alld not the 
servant's room of another househeld, com- 
pensated for this.

Can Win in a Small Toten

HAVE traveled over every state in the 

union and. believe that I am capable of 

pointing out an opportunity to many 

young men who are working in/ large 

cities and who find the road rough and 
tedious. The minds. of our young men of 
today run ff two separate channels, with 
but few exceptions. First. the country or 
farm boy whose one great desire is to enter 
city life, and, second, the elty youth who 
thinks that there is orly one place to get 
ahead; and that i# on the farm. I think the 
country lad who ‘enters city life has a better 
chance to get a start than the city youth 
who; goes to the country; but that is not the 
point. What I started out to do was to point 
out an opportunity that has been overlooked, 
with. but few exceptions, by the army of 
young men who are struggling to get ahead 
of the game in cities. 

* * 

Opportunities in Small Towns. 

I want’ to point ont to the young city man, 
and especially those who have saved up from 
$500 to $5,000, the opportunities that are lying 
open ih hwuedréeds of small towns and villages 
for live young men to start in business for 
themselves on a limited amount of capital. 
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It is well understood that to enter business 
in any of our large cities one must have a 
large amount of capital as well as good back- 
ing, or those who have soon will squeeze him 
out, whereas in the small towns.and villages 
he does not have the powerful competition 
that he would be forced to meet in the larger 
cities. I don’t want to claim that a man can 
gO out to the first small town and enter any 
kind of a business that happens to strike the 
fancy and have a paying business, 

The northwestern states especially are full 
of opportunities for enterprising young men 
to start in business with a limited amount of 
capital, not that they have not enough stores 
to supply the demand, but because the aver~ 
age storekeeper in these new states came off 
the farm and does not know the first rudi- 
ments of modern merchandising or else is ¢ 
failure on account of .his lack of brains and 
push. There are country merchants who are 
just as wideawake business men ag you will 
find in any city, but the percentage is so small 
that I feel confident that any bright young 
man can soon have a paying business in a 
short time. 

The Dakotas, both North and South, are full 
of opportunities for all kinds of retail bust. 
ness, as well as good openings for small 
creameries, eto. I cannot think of a state in 
the union that does not afford opportunities 
for enterprising young merchafits in their 
small towns.

City Men Win in Small Towns. 

I could cite three-seote instances where 
young men from the large eastern cities have 
tried it in the smaller towns with gratifying 
success. Down in & littl village in lowa 
Called Kalona, a town of 700 population, ‘s a 
general store that carries a stock worth at 
least $5,000 and requires two large store- 
rooms to house it. This store is doing a busi- 
ness that would be considered a good trade in 
a city of 5,000 population. It ts the fruits ar 
the labors of a young man who formerly 
was a Chicago clerk, and being tired of the 
city and having about $500 saved up decided 
to go to a smalier town and embark In bus). 
ness for himself. After looking over several 
small towns he at st decided on Kalona. 
He opened a “ racket store” in a room ne 
larger than some of us have for a bedroom, 
and for which he paid $5 a month.

Not. Jong ago a secacoorg il of the Latin 
quarter wrote that the indispenseble ad- 
junet ofthe American girl's career in Paris 
was @ mother to take care of her. American 
mothers whq would rather be. at home 
submit to lonely banishment over there, 
their daughters are looked after as to health, 
food; and ¢iothes as weil as more important 
things, and it is a commonly recognized fact 


and one for which the girl artists eagerly 


give their mothers credit that their own 
success depends ‘ it. 


Mother's Work Scendantc Factor. 

The’ business girl also: recognizes this to 
some extent, but it is only beginning to be felt 
what an economic factor the mother’s work 
ig in her success. If it were fully understood 
she would be enrolied upon all books as a 
heavy dividend drawer instead of merely a 
silent partner.

Of course, the rabbits do not count. Nor 
the Paster eggs since the higher criticism has 
hard boiled them. 

The limited field of its pletortal possibilities 
proves that Easter, of all our festival days, ts 
the most vague and shifting in our concep- 
tion. It belongs to all religions, although the 
pagans invented it, Going back still farther 
to the first spring, we can see Eve choosing 
with pride a new green leaf from the tree 
ficus carica. 

Now, the object of this critical and learned 
preamble is to set forth the theorem that 
Easter is neither a date, a season, a festival, 
@ holiday, nor an occasion. What it is you 
shall find out if you follow in the footsteps of 
Danny McCree.

It is through the settlement house or the charitable or- 
ganization that the wife deserter may be tabulated as 
to numbers, causes of his going, and the degreés of his 
hardness of heart toward the family left behind.

Children the Chief Cause. 


Some time ago a charitable organization set about 
discovering through other societies in other cities how 
and why tt was that men were leaving home out of the 
asual tabulation of expectancy. Partial reports were 
received from twenty-five cities in fifteen states. Out 
of these reports on cases which came to attention only 
because the deserted families had applied for assistance 
some leading facts were developed. They admit of a 
stfiking tabulation.

This tabulation, however, suffers from the criticism 
that it was made possible of assembling only through 
the deserted ones having to appeal to public charity. 
This fact assumes at once that the husbands deserting 
were in the wage earning class. Only twenty-three 
men in the classification of cauges are reported to have 
drawn more than $20 a week, while scores of the Igporers 
made Only $9 a week. 

Under these conditions there ds a marked significance 
in the fact that 100 children were born to the family 
group after the husband had fled. And again there is a sig- 
nificance in the fact that only twenty husbands in the 
574 deserting had childless wives. This lagt, however, 
is tempered by the fact that the magn leaving the child- 
less wife leaves her under such eiferimstances that she 
is not likely to have to eppegl for aid. 

One prime fact was demenstrated by the 
into these desertions.

Bad Habits vs. ddiosyncrasies. 

In these cages under yiew it is settled that as 
the possessors 6f bad habits in genéral, the desérting 
husbands were far in the lead in ntémbérs and 
varieties of the habits. At the same time, it will be 
conceded that with either sex thefe are bad habits 
that are as nothing compdred to some of the little 
idiosynerasies which in the last analysis have no 
ethical beafing. 

For examplé, there was the woman Who was 
deaf, who was fanatical in her religioun beliefs and 
tempers, and who in addition to thése cnafacteristics 
was supremely jealous of the husband. In the 
matter of offense, could the husband who got drunk 
periodically and broke up the furniture be compared . 
other than favorably with the wife? 

The word “habit” as it applies to some of these 
charges against the wife needs to be weighed. In 
the case of the woman with the small, neglected 
children, and Who had an “ dnréstrained appétite for 
novels,” it may be conceded that she had a worse 
* habit” than did the other wife who was accused of 
no more than “taking snuff.” i

Faalts of Wives Analysea. 


Forty-three of the’e wives were accused of 
drunkenness and overindulgence in liquor; twenty- 
fouY were lazy and shiftless; twéiity were declaréd 
to be dishonest anl untruthful; hineteen were im- 
moral. But as offsetting these things, 298 of "these 
deserted wives Were good hotiseKeepers, fifty-eight 
were regarded as fair houseKeepers, while. ofly 1038 
were mafkedly untidy. 3 

In some respects one of the most interesting of 
the sociological showings of the Woman side of the 
proposition is that 298 of the 574 deserted womén 
had earned their living before marriage. Before 
judgment is passed upon the statement, however, it 
is necessary to consider that, 320 women of the 
deserted number became wage ers in one way 
or another after marriage! ih totals every 
woman who had earnéd her siesade before marriage 
worked for wages after marriage, while in addition 
twenty-two other women who had not been wage 
earners became supporters of the family afterward!

Street of Deserted Wides. 


In Townsend street, Chicago, oné May fihd the 
better type of the deserted wife and mother whose every 
offspring becomes ‘that economic challerige—anoéther 
motth to feed. 

Townsend street is a short thoroughfare, stretching 
a stant half mile north from Chicago aventie to North 
avenue, wést of Orleans street. It is a street pre- 
eminently of the shabby genteel. Its four and five 
story tenements, with front and rear entrances, make a 
brave exterior to the world. Its sandwiehed cottages 
may be brown and weather beaten outside, but there 
aré whitest of white curtains in the front windows. 
Eiverywhére are the small groceries, markets, coal and 
kindling stores, and myriad catchpenny places where 
so many of the small céins of the poor find lodgement.

Reaction Against NeWwzort Wife Deserters. 


There have been social reactions against divorce 
desertions as they were paraded a few years ago in 
Newport, and in Rhode Island géherally: Then and 
there the condition was that of, bald desertion, followed 
by divorce only that in the shortest possible time one 
or both -the principale to the Hveren: hrohowdinae pains 
be married.

A new tulle is heard of in the millinery world which 
is impervious to wet, and, although it ig not yet com- 
mon, is said to be an assured fact Many straw hats 
are hardly recognized as such because the tulle is put on 
top in such an immense plaited ruche and underneath 
in such an immense cache peigne. Other entire tulle 
hats are seen, the material in closely plaited quillings 
arranged porcupine wise. 

As to dysing peacock. feathers which makes them 
less beautiful and seems like painting the LMly, it is an 
excellent chance for home dy¢ing experiments. Théy are 
a truly Parisian touch and are put in in threes, standing 
upright Hke little cockades and matching the color of « 
flower toque. Some are in bright light greena, which 
aré really lovely on acoount of the remarkably graceful 
shaped aigrette which they make. Some are dyed brown 
to match brown tulle. 

A black mushroom hat had a crown of black net 
drawn tightly over, spangled with steel. It was sur- 
rounded with a twist of tulle and had great pompons 
of the same underneath. At the side was an immense 
white ostrich feather tipped and edged. with black and 
lala on almost horizontally. Over it were laid three 
delicate and gmall black peacock feathers running hori- 
gorntally over the white part. 

Brown peacock feathers were stuck from under the 
brim at an upward angle towards the back, from a per- 


fect garden of daisies and pink roses, which were massed 


both under and on top of a yellow Tuscan straw. There 
was the inevitable twist of brown tulle on the bandeau 
underneath. The peculiarly beautiful bright light green 
which, as sald before, is seen on some of the Parisian 
peacock plumage was seen in one lovely green foliage 
toque with a large cluster of pink roses near the front. 
The peacock aigrette was low and stood etraight up 
from the pink, the shade exactly matching the foliage. 
By the way, there is a new and ourious foliage re- 
gembling ¢vergreen, the kind that has spirals, {t is 
the game green, only tipped off with a shade like south- 
ern, moss. 

The single rose is in evidence sverywhere. For 
instance, a white chip will have two enormous pink wings 
laid’ back over its crown from the front and a large pink 
rose in the same shade where they start. A hat with 
a Neapolitan brim and black satin crown like those of

Life and Work of 


a Prima Donna. 


By Olive Fremstad. 


It is not one’s art, nor one’s self, but one’s 
work which stands as the real thing of im- 
portance. Hard work acéomplishes ali things 
for all people, whether artists or scientists. 
With me it has been hard work ever since ? 
can remember, and I am only beginning to 
learn. 

When, in Minneapolis, as a child, my fa- 
ther and mother, both musicians of ability, 
were my teachers, and their demands were 
rigid in the extreme. During all my life at 
home 1 was cut off from social intercourse, 
My parents made me a concert planist and 
organist. I held two church positions. Itall 
seems 60 strange to me now! But I am 
grateful aor that early foundation for future 
study. 

The isaatan to find my voice became too 
strong to be ignored; also the desire to know 
life, struggle, people, values—all the life 
which appeals to the temperament of 
one—and i ieft the home, never to return, 
telling only my mother that such was my 
intention. Ostensibly | was simply to have 
my voice tried In New York, but my mind 
was fully made up to go thereafter my own 
ways alone; and all my girlish personal 
treasures accompanied me on the journey. 
It was the beginning of the end, and one 
incessant toll until 1 had accumulated just 
enough money to take meabroad. Learning 
to sing a little had inevitably brought the 
realization that to interpret operatic roles 
was the artistic ambition of my ilfe. 

_. 

Of course, the first few years abroad were 
an endiess struggle to win bread.and keep 
the music going. With all my might I en- 
deavored to make steady growth in vocal 
and dramatic art, yet. ae! have aiready said, 
1 am even now just beginning. Even Car- 
men, in which role I first won European 
approval, is but beginning to open Itself to 
me, although 1 am sure of what I believe 
should be the proper interpretation of the 
character of the wild cigaret girl. 

My first “ Carmen” incentive came when 
I was @ mere baby in Norway. A band of 
Sypsies came to our town. Their feathers 
and ruffles were gay enough to take the eye 
of any youngster, and they took mine; buy 
not so much as did their fast horses, and the 
wild, spirited freedom of the gypsies them- 
selves. These people used to race bare-back, 
their beautiful brown bodies held VP pcre 
upright, and often one arm high 1 
the air in a eplendid pose. O, they ware 
superb! I loved them, and felt that I un- 
derstood them. It was dramatic, and al- 
though | was too young to know anything 
about the drama, and had never evem been 
inside a theater, my nature responded to the 
call and recognized a decided kinship with 
those people of natural, wild living. 

So it is that when “Carmen ”’ came into my 
life she seemed an old friend. Just one.of my 
wild gypsies. Her experiences, her instincts, 
even, were to meas my own. Rather a strange 
sympathy for a woman who, as a child, had 
been brought up on the strictest nursery 
and schoolroom routine. 

I hope I shall be rightly understood when 
I say that it always seems to me that any 
woman of common sense would act ‘ Car- 
men” as I . I have studied—diligently 
studied those Spanish zigeuner girls. They 
are gypsy creatures. “ Carmen”’ is a child 
of nature, a nOmadic spirit. The wild life is 
in her veins. $he is not a Paris cocotte; in- 
deed, there is nothing willfully bad in her life. 
On the contrary, her tendencies are purely 
elemental, and she has never known how to 
distinguish between right gnd wrong. Sure- 
ly, there should not be anything too finished 
in the interpretation of such a nature's child. 
She should not stand out as a possible girl of 
the drawing room at any stage of the drama, 
but should melt into the general scheme, and 
only as one of the zigeuner girls—one of their 
own, only more so.

In reality, 
everything is grist to the mill of my ambi- 
tion, and in my own way I t#y to preserve 
the sense of values—seriousness, humor, pure 
grit, and endless ambition, with only oc- 
casional rélaxations, save that contained in 
the quiet intercourse of friends and a daily 
walk, trying again to make all these work 
harmoniously, rhythmically. Rhythm! That’s 
the secret of success. Work le only the prac- 
tical machine which makes rhythm possible. 
An opera singer should be philosophical. It 
is not great to interpret operatic réles. The 
greatest part of that is sometimes to put into 
the interpretation of a role more than the 
composition. And it ls to that end I struggle 
dlong, eating my little midnight suppers of 
oatmeal porridge and apple sauce after re- 
turning from the opera, following the meal 
with a bit of reading to quiet the nerves, even 
if the eyes do smart. At such times my phil- 
osophical friends—Schopenhauer, Plato, 
Nietzsche, Marcus Aurelius, and Herbert 
Spencer—heilp me. When overstrained by 
an evening’s_ hard work aHght story is like 
candy to me, while plifilosophy makes me feel 
level headed and ready to sleep.

“Did you ever see Lady Macbeth go off 
to murder Duncan with her wig askew?’’ a 
well known actress Inughingly asked. 

“Is stage dignity as easily upset as any 
other kind?’ 

“ Goodness, yes! And with a thousand 
pairs of eyes on you it is no easy thing to 
get it on ite feet again. I always look my- 
self over to see if everything is right and 
tight before I go on. A loose hairpin may 
ruin the best part of @ scene. 

“TI remember years ago I was playing in 

a melodramaticky society play in St. Louis. 
My big scene came when: I appeared from 
behind a thick hedge and confronted the 
villain, whose plans I had just discovered 
When I made that entrance I always used 
to start fromaway back inthe wings in order 
to sail into view with just the right majestic 
stalk.

ture machines cost $150; when rented the 
usual cha is $50 a week, Which includes 
two sets of films and the operator, A Clark 
street house, with a seating capacity of 180, 
was fitted up complete for $1,000, which in- 
cluded the oost of remodeling the interior 
and moving the stage back several feet. 
The staff here is considerably emaller than 
in the more pretentious house. One ticket 
seller at $10; rental for machine, $50, in- 
cluding operator and films; electric plano, 
$15; barker and ticket taker, §14—these are 
the expenses for wages, The rent is $400 a 
month, and there is the bill for lighting and 
heating, which are. varying.

I do not pretend to cope with a philosophic 
problem, but I do know that whether happi- 
ness is the ultimate aim of life or not people 
are certainly better for being happy. 

If an actress or author can bring 
relfef to a depressed spirit something good 
has been accomplished. Thet humor appeals 
solely to a lower state of intelligence ia ridic- 
ulous, A certain degree of intellectual de- 
velopment is necessary before humor can be 
comprehended. That is just what makes the 
pathway of the funny actor or actrees such 
@ serious business 

Consider the good an evening of entertain- 
ment would do an audience composed of brain 
workers whose time during the day has been 
taken up with business and the serious mat- 
ters of life, It certainly is an advantage for 
them to be genuinely entertained in a age 

Laughter ie medicine for sick To 
make people laugh is a mental an sabpeeeh 
ly, @ physical, panacea. 

Humor is the highest form of fun and 
passes ridicule by many degrees. Sympathy 
makes laughter humorous, and hon arte 
robs ridicule of ite st‘ng. There is as 
difference between the primitive co 
of humor where a loud laugh is raised when- 
ever an amiable gentleman hits another in 
the eye with a rubber hose, and the quiet, 
unexpected “retort risible” of genuine hu- 
mor as there is between the crude attempt 
at war painting éf the savage and the work 
of a Meissonier. 

The influence of humor cannot be over- 
estimated. As much good toward correcting? 
evils can be accomplished through the mea- 
dium of the ridiculous as through serious- 
ness. Just as the drama preaches a more ef- 
fective sermon and reaches more hearts than 
a dull and weighty treatise, so can a subtis 
shaftofhumor, directed at an existing wrong, 
arouse public sentiment more forcibly than 
a shrieking lamentation bathed in venom. 

Not only oan the actor by a few humorous 
words accomplish «a Fag ene but every line 
of humor has a similar value. One has oniy 
der the scope of the newspaper car- 
to realize this. Ridicule veiled in
